Employment Laws Are Revised 


Major changes in the 
Massachusetts Employment 
Security Law went into effect on 
January 9, according to John D. 
Crosier, Director of the 
Massachusetts Division of 
Employment Security (DES). 
These include a revision in un- 
employment insurance (UI) 
eligibility requirements and an 
increase in the amount of part- 
time earnings allowed UI 
claimants before reduction in 
benefit payments. 

Legislation signed into law in 
October by Governor Michael S. 
Dukakis also will increase the 
disqualification period for the 
refusal of suitable work by a clai- 
mant. 

Under the new law, in order to

quality for UI benefits, a clai- 
mant will be required to have 
earnings equal to 30 times 
his/her benefit rate — in most 
cases this will equal 15 weeks of 
work — and have earnings of at 
least $225 during one claendar 
quarter of the preceding 52-week 
period. 

As an example, if it is deter- 
mined that a claimant’s benefit 
rate is $12 a week, that claimant 
would be required to have 
minimum earnings of $360 in the 
52 weeks preceding the filing of 
the claim, but $225 of that 
amount would have to have been 
earned during one three-month 
period.. (The weekly benefit rate 
is based on approximately one- 
half of a claimant’s average

For two of the most powerful men in the state, froma 
political standpoint, the situation becomes almost man- 
datory to display some good, sound businesslike ap-

While Andover’s budget building process is not as yet 
complete in preliminary form, one might routinely an- 
ticipate increases in all areas. 

Coupled with the local tax forecast is the usual con- 
cern about how much reimbursement towns and cities 
can anticipate from state sources. 

We anticipate that any state funding in the coming 
fiscal year will be no more than a year ago, with relief 
from that source possibly being lower. 

But, there are some promising signs that government 
at the state and county level will, this year, be more 
responsible, due to unsual circumstances. 

The opening of the legislative session on Beacon Hill 
this year was heralded by remarks by Senate President 
Michael Harrington and House Speaker Thomas McGee 
pledging economy in state government and aid for cities 
and towns to relieve the staggering tax burden facing 
local communities. 

Now, such remarks can be made annually and 
generally are. It just sounds good politically speaking. 
The tone sets the mood for the legislature, which 
generally begins ignoring the dictate the day after the 
Opening session. 

But what makes this year somewhat different is the 
home town situations of both Harrington and McGee. 

According to the Massachusetts Taxpayers Founda- 
tion, Salem,, the home of Harrington and Lynn, 
McGee’s home precinct, are among the ten most troubl- 
ed cities, financially, in the Commonwealth. 

It would be more than embarrassing for these two 
communities to face substantial, staggering tax rate in- 


creases, or municipal costs bordering on bankruptcy.

Lynn has faced problems of continually high tax rates

Salem, is in a similar situation now. 

Anticipated increases in the coming year could be in: 
the 15 tyo 20 per cent category, according to reports. 

Adding substantially to increases in cost of local 
government, has been the burden placed by county 
operations, the largest state-mandated expense facing 
towns and cities. 

Annually, the legislature approves the county budgets 
totalling some $125-$150 million with costs being appor- 
tioned to local cities and towns. 

And, annually, there are new jobs and other duplica- 
tion of services contained in the budgets approved. 
Supplemental budgets are also approved to pick up 
costs of county services which have exceeded original 
cost estimates. 

Gov. Dukakis this week said he would not approve any 
increases in county budgets, nor would he allow the 
creation of new jobs. 

This, too, could be placed in the category of welcome 
news to local taxpayers. 

The governor’s threat seems a valid one and possible 
of support this year by the leaders of both the house and 
senate, in view of circumstances. 

Coming off the lofty perch at Beacon Hill and seeing 
how things are in the old home town, may be a good 
omen for the taxpayers of Massachusetts. It may have 
been a long time in coming, but, when problems finally 


come home to roost, there comes promise of long 
sought relief. 
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February 21st is the deadline 
for filing nomination papers for 
the March 28th Town Election. 
To date there have been few 
signs of people going through the 
procedure necessary to becom- 
ing a candidate for town office. 
This lack of activity concerns the 
Andover League of Women

seats to be decided on the Board 
of Selectmen and the two seats 
open on the School Committee. In 
the Selectmen race only the two 
incumbents have indicated that 
they will be candidates. In the 
School Committee contest one of 
the incumbents has stated he will 
not run for another term; the 
other incumbent has not yet 
stated his plans. No other can- 
didates have~merged. 


The Boar d of Selectmen is the 
policy making body of the town 
except for those policy matters 
reserved to Town Meeting. The 
Selectmen appoint the Town 
Manager and approve all of his or 
her appointments of other of- 
ficers, boards, committees and 
employees of the town. The 
Selectmen also appoint the zon- 
ing board of appeals, board of 
registrars, town accountant and

planning board of appeals. Other 
duties are to call town meetings 
and prepare warrants for these 
meetings, to draw up the jury 
list; and to issue must licenses in 
town such as alcoholic beverage, 
common victualler and auc- 
tioneer. The Board of Selectmen 
has five members elected to 
Staggered three-year terms. 
They meet twice a month and 
receive a nominal salary of $800. 
The Chairman receives a 
nominal salary of $1000. 


The School committee deter- 
mines educational policy, 
monitors the operation of the 
school system and has final ap- 
pointment power of all per- 
sonnel, including the superinten- 
dent of schools. The committee is 
responsible for the budget, 
program evaluation and im- 
plementation of all state laws 
relative to education. The School 
Committee also hass five 
members elected to staggered 
three-year terms. They receive 
no salary. The committee meets 
twice a month, except during the 
summer when monthly meetings 
are held. 


A person wishing to become a 
candidate in the Town Election 
must obtain the necessary 
nomination papers from the town 
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Election 


clerk at the Town Hall and 
collect 97 certified signatures to 
qualify. Mr. Elden Salter, the 
Town Clerk has asked that people 
appear in person to obtain 
nomination papers in order that 
the regulations covering cam- 
paign financing may be explain- 
ed. 


The Andover League of Women 
Voters provides two forums in 
which candidates may make 
themselves and their views 
known to the voters. The first 
will be a Candidates Coffee on 
Saturday morning, March 2. The 
second will be a Candidates’ 
Night, March 17. 


It is the hope of this organiza- 
tion that Andover residents will 
show some increased interest in 
the approaching Town Election 
and that more concerned citizens 
will make the effort to run for 
town office. It is essential to good 
government that all elections 
ideas on how that government 
should function. The March Town 
Election should be no exception.

were given some rest Tuesday 
night after an almost constant, 
’round the clock storm attack 
since early last Friday mor- 
ning. 

As a result of the storms, 
schools were closed through 
Wednesday most downtown 
stores closed Monday, hydrants 
remain snowbound, refuse 
pickup is pushed off a day and 
traffic moves at a slow pace in 
order to negotiate the rutted 
roads caused by the freezeup 
Monday night. 

The hydrant problem is a 
serious one and residents have 
been asked to assist. If possible, 
residents should shovel the 
hydrant out near their home, or 
if unable to do so, place some 
sort of makeshift flag to in- 
dicate where the hydrant is. 
Town Manager J. Maynard 
Austin and DPW Director 
McQuade, have asked for co- 
operation of the townspeople in 
this effort. 

Both administrators 
emphasize that the snow 
fighting task has kept crews 
from doing anything but that 
since last Friday and winning 
that battle alone has taken all 
available manpower and equip- 
ment. 

McQuade said Wednesday 
that the rainfall and freeze on 
Monday, was ‘‘the worst thing 
that could have happened.”’ Up 
to that time, snow plowing 
crews had managed to get the 
roads open and then pushed 
back. 

But Monday’s switch to rain, 
after a deposit of six or more in- 
ches of snow, caused the roads 
to become rivers, in some 
areas, due to clogged catch 
basins and storm drains. 
Temperatures dropped sharply 
in the evening hours, before the 
drains could be freed, with the 
result the storm-created 
waterways froze. Sanding and 
salting failed: to free the ice, 


:.' “due: tothe Severe cold. : 
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Main highways, such as 
Routes 93 and 495, were clear of 
ice and snow by Tuesday, state 
crews maintaining tandem 
plowing operations throughout 
the weekend storm period. 

As for the town equipment, 
there were some breakdowns, 
McQuade reported. There were 
likewise some breakdowns in 
hired snow plows, but every ef- 
fort was being made to get the 
major equipment back in opera- 
tion on Wednesday. 

Snow clearing operations in 
the downtown area and Elm 
Square, were scheduled to get 
underway beginning Wednes- 
day night. This, after giving 
town crews a break from the 
long, tedious battle. 

McQuade said that the town 
was opened up as quickly as 
possible, with all of , Andover 
close to 300 miles of streets, in- 
cluding the ‘‘brutal’’ areas in 
the Foster’s Pond and outlying 
sections of town, open and 
passable from Friday afternoon 
on. 

McQuade refers to the areas 
as being brutal from a stand- 
point of being narrow and windy 
and most difficult for 
snowplowing equipment to 
maneuver through. 

Another problem faced by 
DPW crews after the storm, 
was dodging youngsters. The 
huge mounds of snow makes it 
difficult for drivers to see the 
youngsters darting out from 
behind drifts, or curves. 

Accidents were few, accor- 
ding to Andover police, with 
most of the fender-bender 
variety. For the most past, 
motorists heeded advice and 
remained off the roads during 
the storms, thus making the 
snow plowing operations easier. 

As for financing the snow 
clearing and cleanup operations 
— that is a matter still to be 
faced. 

Town Manager Austin said he 
is concerned about the snow 
removal budget for the next 
fiscal year, and DPW Director 
McQuade said he is concerned 
about getting the snow off the 
street now. Thus, the concern is 
not about the $220,000 ap- 
propriated for the current fiscal 
year, just a matter of making 
Andover’s streets safe and 
clear.

Rubber 
Exhibit At 


Museum 


Rubber and its development in 
New England now become the 
third in a series of exhibits on 
Yankee Ingenuity at Boston’s 
Museum of Science. 

Sponsored by the Cabot Cor- 
poration and the National En- 
dowment for the Arts, the multi- 
unit display stimulates fresh in- 
terest in a substance frequently 
taken for granted. 

It was in New England that two 
significant steps were taken in 
rubber technology. These were, 
as the exhibit points out, Charles 
Goodyear’s discovery of the 
value of vulcanization and God- 
frey L. Cabot’s addition of carbon 
black as a reinforcing agent. 

A painting of Goodyear in his 
Woburn kitchen in 1839 shows one 
of the many experiements he un- 
dertook in an effort to improve 
natural rubber. Finally, by 
heating a mixture of sulfur and 
rubber, he changed a smelly, 
sticky material to the useful 
product we know today. 
Goodyear’s subsequent struggles 
with patents and debts, as well as 
his successes, are chronicled. 

Many years later Cabot, 
founder of the Boston-based 
Cabot Corporation, seized upon 
the fact that carbon black was 
known to have a strengthening 
effect upon rubber. He became 


one of the first carbon black 
manufacturers, helping tire 
manufacturers to make a longer- 
lasting product. In a display of 
old and modern tires, the most 
recent example shown is one 
used on the moon surface during 
the Apollo 14 flight. 

To illustrate the properties of 
rubber, the exhibit presents a set 
of bouncing balls whose 
resilience is determined by their 
composition, synthetic or 
natural; and chains of linked pop 
beads floating in moving water to 
simulate the interaction and mo- 
tion of rubber molecules. A piece 
of rubber stretched out under 
polarized light, a visitor- 
activated demonstration of a 
rubber motor driven by synthetic 
rubber bands, are other means 
taken to explain this curious 
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Mayflower!

The proposed redistricting of 
the state legislature will have lit- 
tle affect on Andover, State Rep. 
Gerlad Cohen reported this week. 

The important thing, he said, is 
that the plan keeps Andover 
whole — all one district with one 
representative. 


A proposal released last week 
by Rep. George Keverian of 


Representatives from 240 to 160 
members does, however, add 
Lawrence's Ward 5 — the Tower 
Hill area — to Andover. That 
ward borders a section of West 
Andover. 

Cohen said his primary con- 
cern in working with Keverian 
over the past several months had 
been to keep Andover whole. 

While combining Andover and 


desireable in some ways, that 
would have made too big a dis- 
trict, Cohen said. Lawrence itself 
was too big for one district and 
too small for two, so both An- 
dovers have been given a part of 
Lawrence. 

Andover will keep its designa- 
tion as the 17th Essex District
